Chemical treatmen t of potato 
seed may redu ce disease losses 
when cu t seed is held before 
plan tin g or is plan ted in cold 
wet soil, accordin g to Dr. R. E. 
Party ka, Ohio State Un iv ersity 
Ex ten sion plan t pathologist. 
Bu t seed treatmen t has its 
limitation s, Party ka say s. It 
works on ly again st su rface-born e 
organ isms or protects the seed 
piece from organ isms that may 
attack the seed while it is in 
the soil. 
Thu s, 
treated seed 
wou ld prev en t the in trodu ction 
of organ isms in to n on -in fested 
soils if the organ ism was su r­ 
face-born e on the seed. If the 
organ ism is within the seed, 
seed treatmen t is of little v alu e. 
Seed treatmen t will n ot pre­ 
v en t diseases that in habit the 
soil an d in v ade the tu bers an d 
roots of the n ew plan t, the spec­ 
ialist say s. 
Cu t seed that mu st be held 
for a lon g time before plan tin g 
shou ld be treated with 7 -ti per 
cen t captan du st at the fate of 
13-16 ou n ces per 100 pou n ds or 
with 7 per cen t Poly ram du st 
at 1 to 1-V4 pou n ds per 100 
pou n ds of cu t seed. This rate of 
Poly ram also will giv e some con ­ 
trol 
of 
seed-born e 
common 
scrab. 
Seed to be plan ted in cold, wet 
soils where germin ation an d im- 
mergen ce will be slow shou ld 
be treated with these materials 
to prev en t seed piece rot in the 
field. 
Whole or cu t seed may be dip 
ped in on e of the followin g ma 
terials: Semesan Bel S or WS at 
the rate of 1 pou n d per 7 -Vi gal 
lou s of water (13.3 pou n ds-100 
gallon s), Morsodren at 1 pin t 
per 7 2 gallon s (22.2 flu id ou n ces 
-100 gallon s) or n abam 22 per 
cen t at 1 pin t per 33 gallon s

By v alu e, the speaker mean t 
in protein measu remen t.

reason ed that it’s the foodstu ff— 
pm eto—that the hu n gry people 
of the world are lackin g. For 
ex ample, he said that when y ou 
e the pictu res of the thin , fra- 
ile-bodied 
children 
with 
the 
large stomachs, they 
hav en ’t 
had a su fficien t amou n t of pro 
tein which is the tissu e bu ildin g 
food n u trien t. 
Harkn ess said that of the three 
main classes of foodstu ffs—pro­ 
tein s, fats, an d carbohy drates—* 
protein s are the on ly on es that 
can ’t be stored by the body . The 
diet mu st con tain a proper bal 
an ce of protein s or the body 
won ’t dev elop properly . Also, 
protein s are the least av ailable 
to the starv in g popu lation . 
If we u se ou r resou rces prop­ 
erly , it will be a lon g time 
before the people on earth will 
really be short of food, accord­ 
in g to Harn n ess. Food protein 
can be ex tracted frm all kin ds 
of material, ev en the n ewspaper 
y ou ’re readin g. He said 100 
pou n ds of n ewspaper can theo­ 
retically y ield 24 pou n ds of pro­ 
tein , or the same amou n t that 
is in 135 pou n ds of hambu rger. 
Harkn ess poin ted 
ou t 
that 
people can get more protein by 
eatin g plan ts directly than by 
feedin g it first to an imals an d 
then 
con su min g 
the 
an imal 
meat. For in stan ce, a plot of al­ 
falfa fed to beef wou ld y ield 80 
pou n ds of food protein , while if 
the same plan t had the protein 
niimiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiimiimiiimim 


ex tracted from it directly it 
wou ld y ield 2500 pou n ds, or 30 
times as mu ch protein . 
The speaker also said that 
agricu ltu re shou ld n ot stop with 
the u su al ty pe of agricu ltu ral 
plan ts, su ch as wheat, soy bean s 
an d rice, bu t he su ggested u s­ 
in g protein ex traction s from 
marsh grass, algae, an d v ariou s 
plan ts most person s n ow con ­ 
sider as weeds. Man y of these 
so-called n on -agricu ltu ral plan ts 
y ield sev eral times as mu ch as 
con v en tion ally produ ced plan ts. 
An essen tial lin k in makin g 
u se of these u n u su al plan ts may 
in v olv e microorgan isms, bact­ 
eria an d fu n gi, which wou ld be 
u sed to con v ert su ch 
u n u su al 
fplan ts in to sou rces of food pro­ 
tein for hu man s. An ex ample is 
toru la y east seed. A thou san d 
pou n ds of this y east can pro­ 
du ce from 6000 to 7 000 pou n ds of 
protein in 24 hou rs. In the same 
time, a 1000-pou n d steer pro­ 
du ces .9 pou n d of protein , an d

Snow Mold 
is Harmful 
To Lawns 


Light yellow, grayish white, 
or faint pink patches on your 
lawn early this spring may be 
signs of a disease called snow 
mold. 
According to Robert Partyka, 
Extension plant pathologist at 
Ohio State University, two dif­ 
ferent organisms can be in­ 
volved, so two different symp­ 
tom patterns may develop on 
bent grass. 
Typhula blight is first visible 
as light yellow, discolored areas 
of I to 2 inches in diameter. 
This progresses from a scalded 
discolored appearance to gray­ 
ish white with all the leaves 
matting together. Large areas 
of the turf may be killed, the 
specialist says. 
With Fusarium Patch or pink 
snow mold, areas of pale yel­ 
low grass appear in irregular 
circles from two inches to a 
foot or more in diameter. As 
the disease progresses, the turf 
changes in color to a whitish 
gray with individual leaves hav­ 
ing a bleached appearance and 
feeling slimy when wet. Fungus 
threads, at first white, may turn 
faint pink under prolonged cool 
wet weather. 
Control of these diseases starts 
in the fall with the construction 
of barriers to avoid heavy snow 
accumulation, 
Partyka 
says. 
You also should avoid late 
season application of nitrogen 
fertilizer, and reduce thatch for­ 
mation. Apply chemical fungi­ 
cides in the fall before the first 
snow. 
If the disease is severe, a fun­ 
gicide this spring will help, too. 
You can use materials such as 
organic mercury, phenyl mer­ 
cury, phenyl mercury acetate, 
or inorganic mercury, mixtures 
of mercrous and mercury chlor­ 
ide, or use Tersan OM, Ortho 
Lawn and Turf Fungicide, Dyre- 
ne, or Fore. Follow directions 
on the label and use exact rec­ 
ommended rates.

This leather re­ 
sists repeated washings with­ 
out becoming harsh or stiff, and 
is ideal for golf gloves. 
This same tanning method is 
also used for shearlings — 
sheepskins tanned with the wool 
which serve well for hospital 
bed pads, as they absorb per­ 
spiration and reduce bedsores. 
Durable paint rollers that are 
easily washed and used again 
and again are made from shear­ 
lings tanned by this process. 


Here are suggestions on good 
ways to prepare fresh citrus: 
By Section 
Wash, chill and peel fruit in 
a continuous 
spiral 
as 
you 
would 
an 
apple. 
Go 
over 
the fruit again and remove re­ 
maining white membrane. Cut 
down along inside of membrane, 
to separate it from the fruit. 
Gently turn the knife outward 
along the membrane of the oth 


er side of the section to com­ 
pletely remove a section at a 
time. Eat sections plain or 
serve them in salads, fruit cups 
or desserts. 
By Halves 
Wash fruit, cut in half, flick 
out seeds with point of knife. 
Remove core by cutting around 
it with a grapefruit corer, sharp 
knife or kitchen shears. Unless 
you plan to fill cored area with 
orange sections or other garnish 
it is not necessary to remove 
core. Cut close to membrane 
around each section, loosening 
fruit from membrane. Serve as 
a dessert, or as a first course 
for a meal. 
Orange Cartwheels 
Wash and peel orange. Slice 
crosswise, making circles. Re­ 
move seeds. Use slices or half 
slices to eat plain, in a salad, or 
a garnish on the meat plate. 
Orange Bits 
Wash, but do not peel or 
anges. Slice crosswise in cir­ 
cles. Cut circles into bite-size 
triangular shapes, slice off the 
rim of peel or leave it on as you 
wish. Serve on a plate and spear 
each piece with a wood or plas 
tic pick. This is a good be 
tween meal fruit snack.

Treated Seed 
Can Reduce 
Potato Loss 


Chemical treatment of potato 
seed may reduce disease tosses 
when cut seed Is beld before 
planting or is planted in cold 
wet soil, according to Dr. R. E. 
Partyka, Ohio State University 
Extension plant pathologist 
But seed treatment has its 
limitations, Partyka says. It 
works only against surface-borne 
organisms or protects the teed 
piece from organisms that may 
attack the seed while it is in 
the soil. Thus, treated seed 
would prevent the introduction 
of organisms into non-infested 
soils if the organism was sur­ 
face-borne on the seed. If the 
organism is within the seed, 
seed treatment Is of little value. 
Seed treatment will not pre­ 
vent diseases that inhabit the 
•oil and invade the tubers and 
roots of the new plant, the spec­ 
ialist says. 
Cut seed that must be held 
for a tong time before planting 
should be treated with 7-lfc per 
cent‘captan dust at the tate of 
13-16 ounces per IOO pounds or 
with 7 per cent Polyram dust 
at I to 1-VY pounds per IOO 
pounds of cut seed. This rate of 
Polyram also will give some con­ 
trol 
of 
seed-borne 
common 
scrab. 
Seed to be planted in cold, wet 
soils where germination and im- 
mergence will be stow should 
be treated with these materials 
to prevent seed piece rot in the 
field. 
Whole or cut seed may be dip­ 
ped in one of the following ma 
terials: Semes an Bel S or WS at 
the rate of I pound per 7-Vi gal­ 
lons of water (13.3 pounds-100 
gallons), Morsodren at I pint 
per 72 gallons (22.2 fluid ounces 
•IOO gallons) or nabam 22 per 
cent at I pint per 33 gallons 
(3 pmts-100 gallons). 
If whole treated seed Is to be 
held, the seed should be dried 
as soon aa possible after dipping. 
Cut seed should be planted Ira 
mediately after dipping. Other­ 
wise poor bealing of the cut 
tuber surface will occur and rott­ 
ing may develop, Partyka says. 
When using the solutions, the 
specialist suggests changing to 
a fresh mixture when about 2-3

Farmers in Pickaway County 
will pull out all the stops to 
plant 105,000 acres of corn and 
soybeans during the next six 
weeks. Traditionally, all this 
land has been plowed. 
When driving up and down 
the roads in the county, you 
realize real quickly that probab­ 
ly less than 25 per cent of this 
land is not plowed. 
In view of this situation, I 
have had many farmers ask­ 
ing, “Can I grow corn or beans 
without plowing?” We have 
been doing 
considerable re­ 
search in Ohio relative to this 
problem during recent years. As 
a result, we have found that 
there are 
several 
methods 
which can get the job done, and 
each of them works. 
Also adding to the questions 
being asked concerning tillage 
is the fact that several manu­ 
facturers are producing corn 
planters which are being sold as 
no-tillage or no-ptow planting 
equipment Our research work 
has also included some exper­ 
ience with this and similar types 
of equipment. 
Basically, the situation re­ 
solves itself into two categories: 
our light-colored or crusting 
soils. Our basic recommenda­ 
tion on dark-ctored soils is that 
they be plowed in the fall or 
during the winter when we can 
get some freezing and thaw­ 
ing following plowing. On the 
light-colored soils, we recom­ 
mend only spring plowing, due 
to erosin and water run-off 


Eat Marsh Grass, Algae? 
OSU Engineer Suggests It 


Eating certain parts of marsh 
grass, paper, algae and products 
made from diem may not sound 
appealing, 
but 
after 
hear­ 
ing K. A. Harkness, agricultural 
engineer at The Ohio State Un­ 
iversity, it may not be as bad 
as you think. In fact, it may 
offer possibilities for solving the 
world food problem. 
Harkness, speaking at the 
Ninth Annual Agricultural Mar­ 
keting Conference on the OSU 
campus, talked about “New Hor­ 
izons in Food Production.” 
It’s time to stop thinking of 
Agriculture just as corn, soy­ 
beans, beef, and pork,” Hark­ 
ness said. “It’s time to look at 
the real value of a crop.” 
By value, the speaker meant 
in protein measurement He 
reasoned that it’s the foodstuff— 
protein—that the hungry people 
of the world are lacking. For 
example, he said that when you 
sae the pictures of the thin, fra- 
ile-bodied 
children 
with 
the 
large stomachs, they 
haven’t 
had a sufficient amount of pro­ 
tein which is the tissue building 
food nutrient. 
Harkness said that of the three 
main classes of foodstuffs—pro­ 


extracted t rn it directly it 
would yield 2500 pounds, or 30 
times as much protein. 
The speaker also said that 
agriculture should not stop with 
the usual type of agricultural 
plants, such as wheat, soybeans 
and rice, but he suggested us­ 
ing protein extractions from 
marsh grass, algae, and various 
plants most persons now con­ 
sider as weeds. Many of these 
so-called non-agricultural plants 
yield several times as much as 
conventionally produced plants. 
An essential link in making 
use of these unusual plants may 
involve microorganisms, bact­ 
eria and fungi, which would be 
used to convert such 
unusual 
plants into sources of food pro­ 
tein for humans. An example is 
torula yeast seed. A thousand 
pounds of this yeast can pro­ 
duce from 6000 to 7000 pounds of 
protein in 24 hours. In the same 
time, a 1000-pound steer pro­ 
duces .9 pound of protein, and 
1000 pounds of soybean seed pro­ 
duces 82 pounds of protein. 
“If you find eating 
micror- 
ganisms such as fungi and bact­ 
eria a bit revolting, then you’d 
better quit consuming such thing 
terns, fats, and carbohydrates-,

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Since spring plowing is rec 
ommended on light-colored soils, 
we have no problem with them. 
However, spring plowing on our 
dark • colored soils can cause 
problems with poor corn stands 
and reduced yields. This is pri­ 
marily because of the difficulty 
of getting a good seedbed on 
these heavy soils, especially if 
they are worked a little too wet. 
Pages IO to 13 in the 1967 
Ohio Agronomy Guide explain 
the possibility of discing both 
light and dark-colored soils with­ 
out p l o w i n g for growing 
corn and soybeans. In view of 
the number of acres of unplow­ 
ed land this spring, this offers 
a real possibility on many Pick­ 
away County farms. 
If you do not have a copy of 
the 1967 Ohio Agronomy Guide, 
stop by the Pickaway County 
Extension office and take a 
careful took at this tillage in­ 
formation. If may offer some 
real possibilities on your farm 
this spring. 
Weed control on non-plowed 
land becomes more difficult, 
and you may want to consider 
an overall application of herbi­ 
cide if you use this method. Cul­ 
tivation is also more difficult on 
disced land. This will need to 
be considered also.

The printing o ffice 
has o ne millio n subscribers fo r its se­ 
lected list o f go v ernment publicatio ns, 
which it publishes 3 0 times a y ear. Its 
inv ento ry o f publicatio ns lists mo re 
than 2 7 ,000 titles. 
Lately the GPO has been o pening re- 
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tail o utlets in large cities. No t lo ng ago , 
the printing o ffice had just o ne retail 
o utlet, which was lo cated in the base­ 
ment o f its headquarters building in 
Washingto n. 
It has since ex panded to fo ur sto res 
in Washingto n, with ano ther planned, 
ano ther in o perat’o n in Chicago , and 
has plans fo r a large sto re in Kansas 
City . 
All present o utlets are in federal 
buildings, but James Harriso n, chief 
o f the agency , say s he wo uld co nsider 
renting co mmercial space if the de­ 
mand warranted it. 
Certainly the co ncept o f making go v ­ 
ernment business kno wn to the public 
thro ugh these publicatio ns is a wo rthy 
o ne, but the argument that a need 
ex ists to pro mo te 
the 
publicatio ns 
thro ugh go v ernment bo o ksto res has no t 
been substantiated. 
One 
millio n 
subscribers 
to 
the 
GPO’s best seller list certainly indi­ 
cates the wo rd is getting aro und, no t 
to mentio n the genero us use made o f 
the publicatio ns by members o f Co n­ 
gress fo r their co nstituents and ev ery 
department and

ment. 
Go v ernment bo o ksto res are no less 
dangero us to the co ncept o f a free press 
t h a n 
a

There are cracks 
and creaks, heav es and gro ans in the 
glacial ice, with no w and then a big 
berg breaking lo o se to ride to self-im­ 
mo latio n in the embrace o f the mo ther 
sea. 
By summer, the glaciers hav e giv en 
up mo st o f their winter ex cess and the 
few bergs that still break o ff melt fast­ 
er in the lo ng ho urs o f sunlight. 


The Internatio nal Ice Patro l is set­ 
tling do wn to a seaso nal v igil to fo re­ 
stall ano ther iceberg disaster like the 
sinking o f the Titanic in 1 91 2. Aerial 
sco uts spo t icebergs and repo rt their 
po sitio n, which is bro adcast twice a 
day fro m the patro l’s headquarters in 
Argentia, Newfo undland. L a t e r o n, 
bergs will be co nv o y ed by patro l cut­ 
ters until they melt o r drift o ut o f the 
main o ceanic traffic lanes. 
Mo dern ships also hav e the adv ant­ 
age o f radar, which the Titanic lacked. 
But with heav y seas running, radar 
may be undependable because the dan­ 
gero us bulk o f an iceberg is under wa­ 
ter. So the patro l is still needed to giv e 
transatlantic trav elers added assur­ 
ance that the first sign o f spring will 
no t be the last o ne fo r them.

ment that “there hav e been no

mors, no presentations to scien­ 
tific assemblies and no critical 
rev u e of d ata.” 
Despite the fact that there is 
no med ical tru th to its v alu e the 
manu factu rer is still d istribu t­ 
ing it against the recommend a­ 
tions of med ical au thorities. 
Hospitals, laboratories, phy si­ 
cians and scientists all ov er the 
world are seek ing the answer 
to cancer. It is inconceiv able 
that a v accine that had any su b 
stance or v alid ity wou ld not be 
grabbed u p by d octors ev ery ­ 
where. 
My ad v ice abou t this “v ac­ 
cine” and any other su re * cu re- 
for-cancer is that it shou ld be 
completely av oid ed u nless it has 
fed eral and state approv al. 
Ou r anx iety is great for a way 
to prev ent and cu re cancers. 
Let u s not fall into a trap and 
d o harm to the v ery patients 
we want to help. 


M^siere’s d isease is a cond i­ 
tion in which there is d eaf­ 
ness, d izziness and noise in the 
ear. It was d escribed abou t IOO 
y ears ago and has v ery d istinct 
meaning to ear specialists. 
Unfortu nately , ov er the y ears 
Meniere’s d isease has falsely 
been d iagnosed in cases of d iz­ 
ziness that were u nrelated to it. 
Dizziness 
and 
Meniere’s d is- 
ase 
are not sy nony mou s. 
The d iagnosis of Meniere’s 
d isease is a v ery ex act one and 
can only be mad e by complex 
stu d ies of the inner ear which 
hou ses the mechanism of bal­ 
ance. 
For tru e Meniere’s d isease 
many complex operations hav e 
been d ev ised , u sed and later d is­ 
card ed becau se hearing had to 
be sacrificed to cu re the d izzi­ 
ness. 
Dr. William F. Hou se, of the 
Univ ersity of Sou thern Califor­ 
nia, has d ev ised a new opera­ 
tion performed u nd er local an­ 
esthesia which stops the d izzi­ 
ness withou t an accompany ing 
loss of hearing. Dr. Hou se has 
performed the operation on a 
large series of patients u sing a 
freezing techniqu e. 
His best resu lts hav e been in 
the early cases of Menier’s d is­ 
ease.

Government Stores 


Government bookstores are favorite 
tools of authoritarian governments the 
be world over, for obvious reasons. The 
benefits from such stores in a free so­ 
ciety are not so obvious, and Con­ 
gress had better take a good look at the 
string of bookstores the Government 
Printing Office has begun throughout 
the nation. 
The stated reason for the stores 
seems innocent enough: to allow the 
people better access to publications 
dispensed by the GPO. For 72 years, 
the GPO has been the federal govern­ 
ment's publication arm. 
It collects, edits, prints and distri­ 
butes testimony from Congress, tech­ 
nical publication prepared under con­ 
tract for the Defense Department, and 
anything else put in written from by 
any of the departments of govern­ 
ment. 
The business of the GPO— by far 
the largest publisher in the world— 
has boomed since World War II. Last 
year it sold 66.6 million publications, at 
an average price of 22 cents. 
Most of the sales are conducted 
through the mail. The printing office 
has one million subscribers for its se­ 
lected list of government publications, 
which it publishes 30 times a year. Its 
inventory of publications lists more 
than 27,000 titles. 
Lately the GPO has been opening re- 
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tail outlets in large cities. Not long ago, 1 
the printing office had just one retail I 
outlet, which was located in the base­ 
ment of its headquarters building in 
Washington. 
It has since expanded to four stores 
in Washington, with another planned, 
another in operation in Chicago, and 
has plans for a large store in Kansas 
City. 
All present outlets are in federal 
buildings, but James Harrison, chief 
of the agency, says he would consider j 
renting commercial space if the de­ 
mand warranted it. 
Certainly the concept of making gov­ 
ernment business known to the public 
through these publications is a worthy 
one, but the argument that a need 
exists to promote the publications 
through government bookstores has not 
been substantiated.

subscribers 
to 
the 
GPO’s best seller list certainly indi­ 
cates the word is getting around, not 
to mention the generous use made of 
the publications by members of Con­ 
gress for their constituents and every 
department and agency of govern­ 
ment. 
Government bookstores are no less 
dangerous to the concept of a free press 
t h a n 
a 
government 
newspaper 
would be, and should be opposed just as 
strenuously. 


Laff-A-Day 


Hoary Harbinger 


News that the first iceberg of the 
year has been sighted in the North At­ 
lantic removes all doubt that spring 
is here actually as well as officially. 
Icebergs are hoary harbingers of the 
warming season. Icebergs are hunks 
of glaciers. 
In the Arctic winter, the glaciers 
freeze harder, and icebergs have#little 
chance to break off. Come spring, 
they start to thaw. There are cracks 
and creaks, heaves and groans in the 
glacial ice, with now and then a big 
berg breaking loose to ride to self-im­ 
molation in the embrace of the mother 
sea. 
By summer, the glaciers have given 
up most of their winter excess and the 
few bergs that still break off melt fast­ 
er in the long hours of sunlight. 


The International Ice Patrol is set­ 
tling down to a seasonal vigil to fore­ 
stall another iceberg disaster like the 
sinking of the Titanic in 1912. Aerial 
scouts spot icebergs and report their 
position, which is broadcast twice a 
day from the patrol’s headquarters in 
Argentia, Newfoundland. L a t e r on, 
bergs will be convoyed by patrol cut­ 
ters until they melt or drift out of the 
main oceanic traffic lanes. 
Modern ships also have the advant­ 
age of radar, which the Titanic lacked. 
But with heavy seas running, radar 
may be undependable because the dan­ 
gerous bulk of an iceberg is under wa­ 
ter. So the patrol is still needed to give 
transatlantic travelers added assur­ 
ance that the first sign of spring will 
not be the last one for them.

NEW YORK (AP) - Britain's 
stout attempt to disperse with 
detergents a flood of oil that 
breached its coastal defenses is 
more than a symbol of man’s 
naive hope that soap and suds 
will always lick slick and slime.

Fully loaded it 
weighs more than 118,000 tons, 
The Torrey Canyon neverthe 
less was not nearly the largest 
tanker * afloat. The Japanese, 
whose shipyards have pioneered

things, has afloat the Idemitus 
Maru, all 205,000 tons of it. 
And still this is only the 
beginning.

WASHINGTON (AP) - North 
Vietnam 
played 
it 
cool 
for 
years. Then suddenly it didn’t. 
And just because it didn’t, it did 
President Johnson and the Unit­ 
ed States a big favor. But it 
meant to do the opposite. 
Just when Johnson’s populari­ 
ty was way down and American 
prestige around the world was 
.suffering because of the war in 
Vietnam, Hanoi on its own re­ 
vealed the repeated efforts of 
Johnson to find some road to 
peace. 
If Johnson had looked inflexi­ 
ble about making war until 
these 
revelations 
about 
his 
peace efforts, which Hanoi ri­ 
diculed, now ifs the North Viet­ 
namese who look bullheaded. 
They made Johnson look better, 
themselves worse. 
This was the opposite of their 
intentions. 
For years on the canvas of the 
world Hanoi had painted John 
son and the United States as 
berserk monsters and aggres- 


sots and, in the process, belit­ 
tled all the American state­ 
ments about wanting peace. 
North Vietnam’s leader, Ho 
Chi Minh, had a pat answer for 
American 
peace 
suggestions; 
Stop the bombing unconditional­ 
ly, although Johnson had or­ 
dered bombing pauses to see if 
North Vietnam would respond. 
It didn’t. 
Gradually the American posi­ 
tion 
hardened. 
Johnson 
laid 
down the preliminary condition 
for peace: lf this country is to 
stop the bombing, Hanoi must 
show it is interested in peace by 
reducing some of its own war- 
making. 
Johnson’s critics, here and 
elsewhere, ignoring his propos­ 
al, apparently preferred to lis­ 
ten to Hanoi. They clubbed 
Johnson for not doing what Ha­ 
noi demanded; Stop the bomb­ 
ing unconditionally or at least 
indefinitely. 
They skipped over the fact 
that North Vietnam had ignored 
several chances — during the 
bombing pauses — to show it 
was interested in ending the 
war. 
At the time of the last bomb­ 
ing pause in February, Johnson 
wrote Ho Chi Minh directly, 
proposing peace steps. But the 
North Vietnamese leader didn’t 
answer until the day after John­ 
son finally ordered the bombing 
resumed. 
And all Ho Chi Minh did then 
was what he had done before. 
He ridiculed Johnson’s efforts. 
Worse still, from Washington’s 
view, 
he 
didn’t 
even 
show 
enough interest in peace to hint 
at some further correspondence. 
While 
Johnson 
could 
have 
made capital out of this, by 
making 
the 
correspondence 


public to show Ho Chi Minh had 
rejected his peace gesture, he 
didn’t. He considered the whole 
business too delicate to risk 
wrecking it by exposure. 
For some twisted reason — it 
showed no sense, since it was 
bound to work against them — 
the North Vietnamese broadcast 
the Johnson-Ho Ch! Minh corre­ 
spondence, along with the usual 
ridicule. 
All it did was reveal that Ha­ 
noi wouldn’t budge. Meanwhile.' 
U Thant, secretary-general of 
the United Nations, proposed to 
both Johnson and Ho Chi Minh 
three steps to bring peace. 
The United States promptly 
accepted, with some reserva­ 
tions. North Vietnam apparently 
answered “no,” for while Its 
response to Thant has not been 
made public the Hanoi Radio 
has indicated a refusal to deal 
or listen. 
» 
Thus twice within a few weeks 
Hanoi presented itself to the 
world as inflexible, repudiating 
the peace efforts of both John­ 
son and Hunt. But that wasn't 
all North Vietnam did to make 
Johnson and the United States 
look better and itself wo.rse. 
This 
week the Washington

reported 
that 
Hanoi’s 
newspaper Nhan Dan said the 
United States had made 30 at­ 
tempts to start peace negotia­ 
tions. 
Here again Johnson had kept 
quiet on these bids for peace. 
But the Communist paper de­ 
nounced all these efforts as 
“tricks,” to soften world opinion 
about “U.S. aggression.” 
But, by publicizing Johnson’s 
efforts for peace and its own 
repudiations, Hanoi very effec­ 
tively helped soften world opin­ 
ion about this country. 
This doesn’t make sense — 
from the standpoint of Hanoi’s 
own self-interest. Which raises a 
natural question; What kind of 
thinking goes on in North Viet­ 
nam?

Ellsworth, who dropped 22 
games for the Chicago Cubs in 
1966, became the first pitcher 
this spring to go nine innings in 
burling Philadelphia past Cin­ 
cinnati 2-0 in an exhibition game 
Friday night. 
Stottlemyre, whose 30 losses 
were high in the American 
League, pitched seven scoreless 
innings as the New York Yan­ 
kees downed Boston 3-1 in the 
first major league exhibition 
ever played rn the Virgin Is­ 
lands. 
Ellsworth, dealt to the Phillies 
in a winter trade for pitcher 
Hay Culp, tamed Cincinnati on 
only 103 pitches at Clearwater, 
Fla. He walked only one, struck 
out nine and was helped by 
three double plays.

had an 8-22 record last season. 
Stottlemyre, who won 20 in 
1965 but finished 12-20 as the 
Yankees tumbled to last place 
in 1966 stymied the Red Sox on 
two hits m his best showing of 
the spring. 
Cleveland’s Sam McDowell, 
another pitcher who’d like to 
forget 1966, fired seven shutout 
innings as the Indians trimmed 
the Cubs 6-3 at Scottsdale, Aril.
